Wew  General  Borough  Act. 

Senator  Yoorhees  has  introduced  trie 
General  Borough  act,  which  is  intended, 
to  remedy  all  the  defects  in  e: 
boronati  laws  and  give  to  l*  roogtia 
temporarily  existing  under  the  act  of 
1896  a  permanent  form  of  government. 
It  was  prepared  by  Alfred  F.  Skinner, 
chairman  of  the  special  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  at  1S9C. 

So  much  confusion  had  been  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  multiplicity  of  remedial 
borough  acts  forced  tnrough  the  Legis¬ 
lature  to  inset  tbe  constitutional  objec¬ 
tions  to  their  existing  laws  that  it  was 
determined  to  have  one  general  act  pre¬ 
pared,  flexible  enough  to  meet  all  exist¬ 
ing  and  possible  contingencies.  Several 
boroughs  were  at  the  time  without  any 
corporate  existence  because  of  decisions 
of  the  Court,  and  as  the  time  was  limit¬ 
ed,  a  temporary  act  for  their  relief  had 
to  be  passed .  Since  the  Legislature  of 
1896  adjourned,  Mr.  Skinner  lias  Iweu 
bard  at  work  on  the  preparation  of  the 
bill,  and  tbe  present  Legislature  dele¬ 
gated  him  to  complete  it. 

The  bill  provides  tliat  every  borough 
shall  have  a  Mayor,  six  CouncilmeD,  an 
Assessor,  a  Collector,  three  Commission¬ 
ers  of  Appeal,  and  in  boroughs  of  8,000 
and  over,  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Choseg  Freeholders.  AU  these  shall  be 
elected,  and  other  offices  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  tlte  Council.  The 
term  of  the  Mayor  shall  be  two  years, 
and  the  Councilman  three  years. 

The  duties  of  the  various  officers  are 
prescribed  at  length,  and  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Council  is  provided  for.  The 
Council  shall  have  power  to  pass,  en¬ 
force,  repeal  and  alter  ordinances  ;  cop- 
tract  for  lighting  streets  fur  a  i*riod 
not  exceeding  five  years;  may  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  provide 
for  making  public  improvements  and 
issue  bpnds. 

The  levying  and  assessment  of  taxes 
is  prov|ded  for,  and  the  manner  of  pro¬ 
curing  a  new  water  supply  aud  sewer¬ 
age  systems  is  gone  into  at  great  length.

Placo  in  the  oven  for  three  quarters 
of  an  hour.  The  pork  fat  is  quickly 
drawn  out  by  the  heat,  flows  over  the 
goose  aud  aids  in  drawing  out  the  oiL 
When  considerable  oil  is  extracted,  take 
the  pan  from  the  oven  and  pour  off  all 
the  oiL  Remove  the  pork  aud  dredge 
the  goose  with  flour  and  place  again  in 
the  oven.  When  the  flour  is  browned, 
add  a  little  hot  water  and  baste  often. 
Dredge  with  flour  after  basting.  Cook 
until  brown  aud  tender.  Garnish  with 

wafer  cress.  Serve  with  apple  stmoei _
